Dog  Park  Languishes 
on  Rec  &  Park  Back  Burner 

A  month  ago,  thanks  to  phone  calls  from  neighbor¬ 
hood  e-mailers,  the  Rec.  &  Park  Department  came 
out  and  scraped  away  the  old  asphalt  where  the  dog 
park  will  be  installed.  Since  then,  nothing.  On 
October  28th,  we  learned  that,  since  the  dog  park  is 
being  built  with  in-house  resources  at  Rec.  &  Park,  it 
keeps  getting  bumped  for  higher  priority  projects  for 
the  Maintenance  Yard  crew.  In  fact,  Rec.  61  Park  has 
not  seen  fit  to  actually  put  this  project  on  their  sched¬ 
ule,  so  a  little  bit  gets  done  here  and  there —  pretty 
much  as  an  afterthought.  We  think  this  project  would 
be  a  great  opportunity  for  Rec.  &  Park  to  show  the 
City  and  the  neighborhoods  that  it  can  organize, 
manage  and  execute  a  job  like  this  in-house. 
Therefore,  we’re  asking  neighbors  to  write  or  call  two 
people;  President  Yvette  Plunder  of  the  Rec.  &  Park 
Commission  (831-2700)  and  Mike  Morlin  of  the 
Recreation  &  Park  Department  (831-2749).  The 
address  for  both  is  501  Stanyan  St.,  San  Francisco  CA 
94117-1898.  Ms.  Plunder  is  the  head  of  the 
Commission  which  can  put  pressure  on  the 
Department  itself.  Mike  is  our  Department  staff  con¬ 
tact.  Let  them  know  we  want  the  dog  park  project 
scheduled,  we  want  to  know  key  milestones  and  we 
want  a  realistic  completion  date.

-Garden-House  Painting  Awards 

This  month's  garden  awards  are  for  the  biggest 
element  of  people's  front  yards —  their  homes.  This 
year,  and  especially  this  Fall,  has  seen  a  lot  of  house 
painting  activity.  As  a  result,  some  homes  in  the 
neighborhood  are  really  shining.  145  and  245 
Genebern  Way  are  excellent  examples.  Other 
recently  completed  paint  jobs  include  495  Justin,  45 
Murray,  1, 10  &  21  Agnon. 

Here's  a  couple  tips  for  house  painting.  First,  on 
stucco  homes  like  those  in  St.  Mary's  Park,  you  want 
to  use  elastomeric  paint.  This  stuff  is  flexible  and 
"breathes"  with  the  house,  providing  a  protective 
covering  that  doesn't  crack  as  easily  as  regular  latex 
or  acrylic  paints.  Second,  bright,  strong  colors  don't 
last  as  long  as  pastel  colors.  Sunlight  constantly  oxi¬ 
dizes  the  paint  and  strong  colors  can  fade  quickly. 

Finally,  did  you  know  that  washing  your  house  with 
a  high  power  sprayer  system  prolongs  the  life  of 
your  paint  job  and  makes  your  house  look  nicer 
longer?  Pressure  washers  can  be  rented  for  about 
$40-70  a  day  from  rental  shops  around  town.  An 
inexpensive  investment  to  help  put  off  a  paint  job  for 
several  years.

October  was  a  busy  month  for  vandals  in  the 
Park.  Early  in  the  month,  windows  on  about  10 
cars  along  Justin  were  scratched  with  the  tags  of 
2  Mission  district  taggers.  Apparently,  they  were 
visiting  our  neighborhood.  This  cost  car  owners 
several  hundred  dollars  each  to  repair.  And,  this 
past  week,  the  homes  at  4063-4065  Mission 
Street  lost  2  windows  to  gun  shots.  What  is  most 
disturbing  about  this  is  that  the  police  have  pin¬ 
pointed  the  point  of  origin  for  the  shots  as  one 
of  3  homes  on  lower  Benton.  If  you  have  chil¬ 
dren  and  guns  (even  BB  guns),  you  need  to  lock 
the  guns  away  safely  from  your  kids  and  you 
need  to  make  them  understand  that  guns  of  any 
kind  are  not  toys.  One  elderly  woman  was  in  her 
bedroom  when  the  bullet  came  whizzing 
through  her  window.  Fortunately,  she  wasn’t 
hurt.  Finally,  a  car  was  broken  into  during  the 
day  and  a  backpack/purse  was  stolen  from  the 
front  seat.  Never  leave  an  invitation  to  a  thief, 
even  if  you  think  the  street  is  safe.  The  lesson 
here  is  that  it’s  not. 

Report  all  suspicious  activity  to  the  Police.  If 
it’s  not  an  emergency,  contact  our  Police  liaison.

Club  Finances  &  1999  Membership  Dues 

To  date,  1998  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Club 
Well  over  200  homes  paid  their  membership  dues 
and  we’ve  taken  in  nearly  $1000  in  donations.  We’ve 
taken  on  the  added  expense  of  a  professional  gar¬ 
dening  service  for  island  maintenance.  We’ve  held 
many  successful  Club  events  including  the  Fall  pic¬ 
nic,  Punkin  Carving  Contest,  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  May 
neighborhood  clean-up  and  Garage  Sale.  We 
upgraded  Benton  island  landscaping  with  a  volun¬ 
teer  work  party.  We  spiffed  up  the  flag  and  flag  pole. 
We’ve  kept  the  neighborhood  and  City  officials 
informed  with  our  newsletter,  the  Park  Bell.  We’ve 
brought  interesting  topics  to  monthly  Club  meet¬ 
ings.  And,  we’ve  dealt  with  important  issues  through 
flyers,  letter-writing  campaigns  and  meetings  with 
supervisors  and  others.  As  of  October  30th,  the 
Club  has  a  balance  of  $3,508.54  in  it’s  checkbook. 

But,  to  keep  up  this  level  of  service,  we  will  need 
to  increase  membership  dues.  As  reported  last 
month,  the  Club  Executive  Board  has  decided  to 
adopt  a  tiered  membership  dues  structure  for  1999: 
$50  regular  and  $30  fixed/limited  income.  It  is  our 
goal  that  this  dues  structure  hold  for  many,  many 
years  to  come.  Expenses  we  will  have  in  the  next 
few  years  include  upgrading  and  or  replacing  some 
irrigation  systems,  especially  upper  College  and 
Benton  islands.  We’re  trying  to  plan  for  these  even¬ 
tualities.  We’ve  also  raised  the  cost  for  advertisers  in 
the  Park  Bell.  So  far,  all  but  4  spaces  have  been 
renewed  or  filled.  We  ask  for  your  continued  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Club  and  its  activities.
